Kentuckians have filed their indi¬ 
vidual income tax returns. Nearly 
852,000 of those have been 
e-filed resulting in 93 percent of 
individual filers taking advantage 
of filing online. 

The Department of Revenue 
typically processes electronic 
returns within 7 to 10 days, while 
the average time for a refund to 
be issued on filed paper returns is 
4 to 6 weeks.

Governor Beshear signs long awaited-graduation bill 


Calling it “one of my most 
satisfying acts as governor,” Gov. 
Steve Beshear signed into law the 
Graduation Bill (Senate Bill 97), 
which will keep Kentucky stu¬ 
dents enrolled in school until they 
turn 18. 

Beshear and first lady Jane 
Beshear joined educators and 
child advocates to fight for this 
bill’s passage for the past five legis¬ 
lative sessions. A late-session com¬ 
promise among legislators led to 
the approval of SB97, which 
allows school districts to opt in to 
the higher dropout age immedi¬ 
ately. Once 55 percent of school 
districts adopt the policy, all 
remaining districts must then 
adopt the standard within four 
years. 

“Finally, we have agreed to 
stop jeopardizing our students’ 
futures by allowing them to leave 
school before they’re even eligible 
for a driver’s license. Now, we are 
holding them to 21st century 
expectations of education and 
training,” Beshear said in a state¬ 
ment. “The days of dropping out 
of high school and expecting a 
dependable, well-paying job are 
long gone. This bill will not only 
keep students on track for a high 
school diploma, but it will ensure 
we have a better-trained, better- 
prepared workforce, which will 
pay off for our state for decades to

The following came to my 
attention over the internet recent¬ 
ly. I had seen it before, but as I 
reread this story, it grabbed my 
attention and hung on. The 
essentials of this anonymous story 
which I have edited slightly, fol¬ 
lows: 

A frail old man went to live 
with his son, daughter-in-law and 
four year old grandson, presum¬ 
ably after his wife died. The old 
man’s hands trembled, his eye¬ 
sight was blurred, and his steps 
faltered as he walked with a cane. 

The family ate together at the 
table, but the grandfather’s shaky 
hands and failing eyesight made 
feeding himself difficult. Peas 
rolled off his spoon onto the floor 
and when he grasped his glass, 
milked spilled onto the table¬ 
cloth. 

The son and daughter-in-law 
became irritated with the mess. 
‘We must do something about 
father,’ said the son. ‘I’ve had 
enough of his spilled milk, noisy 
eating, and food on the floor.’ 

So his son and his wife set a 
small table in the corner. There, 
Grandfather ate alone while the 
rest of them enjoyed dinner. Since 
Grandfather had broken a dish or 
two, his food was served in a 
wooden bowl. 

When the family glanced in 
Grandfather’s direction, some¬ 
times they saw a tear in his eye as 


he tried to eat. Still, the only 
words the couple had for him 
were sharp admonitions to do 
better when he dropped a fork or 
spilled food. 

The four year old grandson 
watched in silence. 

One evening before supper, 
the father noticed his four year- 
old playing with wood scraps on 
the floor. He asked, ‘What are 
you making?’ 

The child responded, ‘Oh, I 
am making you and Mama a 
wooden bowl for you two to eat 
in when I grow up,’ And he 
returned to his make-believe con¬ 
struction. 

The words struck like a knife 
to their souls. That evening the 
husband took Grandfather’s hand 
and gently led him back to the 
family table. 

For the remainder of his days 
Grandfather ate his meals at the 
family table and neither the son 
nor wife seemed to be bothered 
by the fork that was dropped, the 
milk that was spilled nor the table 
cloth that was soiled! 

Probably the reason that I 
found this story to be particularly 
poignant has to do with my father 
and mother. For, Dad had Par¬ 
kinson’s disease for 27 years 
before his passing. And during 
the last several years he could do 
nothing for himself. Mother had 
to dress him, take him to the 


bathroom, turn him over in bed, 
and, of course, feed him. 

The fingers on his hands were 
rigid and could not hold a fork. 
His tongue had thickened from 
the medicine prescribed by his 
Doctor, making the swallowing 
of food slow and tedious. Most of 
the time it would take twice as 
long to feed Dad as normally it 
would take for the rest of us to 
eat. 

When he was being fed, much 
of the food would cascade from 
his mouth onto a large towel that 
Mother would spread like a bib 
down his front side. Not a pretty 
sight when one was eating at the 
same table as he. And, when we 
would have a family gathering 
and a meal at her house, I would 
hope that she would feed Dad 
before the remainder of the gath¬ 
ering got to the table. 

No! No sir! Not today! Not an 
option!

Legislative perspective on Kentucky General Assembly 


By the time 
you read this, the 
General Assembly 
will likely have 
completed its 
work during this 
year’s legislative 
session. 

Although the 
calendar calls for 
these last two working days to be 
dedicated only to possible over¬ 
rides of any vetoes from Gov. 
Beshear, the House and Senate 
are also expected to use this time 
to finalize work on several other 
bills. That includes financially 
stabilizing our public pension 
systems for state and local gov¬ 
ernment employees and retirees; 
making it easier to vote for mili¬ 
tary personnel stationed outside 
of the country; and ensuring that 
farmers are ready if the federal 
government either grants a waiver 
to grow industrial hemp or legal¬ 
izes it entirely. I was proud last 
week to represent the Kentucky 
House of Representatives on the 


Kentucky Hemp Commission at 
its regular meeting. 

As we await what legislative 
action is taken on these issues, it 
is worth recognizing the many 
other bills now law. Some of the 
more high-profile ones are already 
well known. The General Assem¬ 
bly, for example, has increased 
transparency and accountability 
in our special districts, which 
oversee critical services provided 
by such organizations as libraries, 
volunteer fire departments and 
public utilities. 

Another prominent new law 
puts Kentucky on a path to 
increase the high school dropout 
age from 16 to 18. There also 
was action to improve last year’s 
“pill mill” legislation, which has 
already proven to be very effective 
at reducing prescription drug 
abuse. In addition, we strength¬ 
ened our human trafficking laws 
so that it will be easier to find and 
then stop those criminals who 
take part in what is often called 
modern-day slavery. 


Many other new laws may not 
have gotten as much public atten¬ 
tion, but they are important 
nonetheless. 

In education matters, we 
streamlined the law for those 
bright students who are able to 
graduate high school before the 
rest of their class. The Dept, of 
Education estimates there are 
more than 500 who do this every 
year. 

Another new education law 
will give greater leeway to college 
students who were foster children 
or otherwise under state care. 
They currently have their college 
tuition costs covered, but until 
this year, they had a set timeframe 
to qualify for that benefit. Now, 
if they enlist in the military or 
become a member of a national 
service organization like the Peace 
Corps, they will have more time 
to go to college tuition-free. We 
want to make sure they are 
rewarded rather than penalized 
for taking time to serve their 
country.

In the area of law enforce¬ 
ment, we made it easier to take 
dangerous synthetic drugs off the 
shelf, and we also lengthened the 
ban that those convicted of meth- 
related charges face when they try 
to buy cold and allergy products 
containing pseudoephedrine. 
Those guilty of manufacturing 
meth will now have a lifetime 
ban, while those who were con¬ 
victed of possessing meth will see 
their ban rise from five years to 
10 . 

Elsewhere, we toughened 
penalties for those thieves who 
steal items worth tens of thou¬ 
sands of dollars or more, and we 
did the same to those convicted 
of manslaughter in cases involv¬ 
ing the death of a law enforce¬ 
ment officer or firefighter while 
he or she was on duty. 

For our children, we closed a 
loophole that some child pornog- 
raphers had used. Before, they 


had to actually possess the mate¬ 
rial to be convicted, but now 
intentional viewing will count as 
well. There are some reasonable 
exceptions, such as for parents or 
other caregivers who might be 
investigating claims in this area. 

Other new laws will do such 
things as: 

• Improve the state’s online 
“one-stop shopping” portal that 
businesses now use when inter¬ 
acting with state government. 
Once this law is phased in, busi¬ 
nesses will only have one identi¬ 
fier with all state agencies. 

• Make it easier for those just 
moving to Kentucky to get a con¬ 
cealed carry gun permit. There 
had been a six-month waiting 
period, but now there is none. 

• Toughen the law for amuse¬ 
ment park operators who may try 
to change the name of their busi¬ 
ness or dissolve it to avoid penal¬ 
ties. We want to make sure these 


people are properly punished. 

For a short-year legislative ses¬ 
sion, I believe we were able to 
accomplish many positive things, 
and hopefully I will have even 
more to report in my next col¬ 
umn.

It's Spring: The sun says 
new season, despite 
lingering winter cold

At the equinox, all latitudes 
see about 12 hours of daylight 
and darkness as Earth rotates on 
its axis. 

It still feels like winter in 
many parts of the country, but 
Earth’s orbit says otherwise. 

At 7:02 a.m. last Wednesday, 
March 20, 2013, astronomical 
winter ended as spring officially 
began in Earth’s northern hemi¬ 
sphere. 

Astronomically, the spring 
equinox marks the moment at 
which Earth’s axis tilts neither 
away from nor toward the sun, 
resulting in nearly equal periods 
of daylight and darkness across 
the globe. An observer on Earth’s 
equator will see the sun at zenith 
before its direct rays shift north¬ 
ward toward the Tropic of Cancer 
over the next three months. 

Sun observers and astrono¬ 
mers may think of the spring 
equinox as an astronomical tran¬ 
sit point when the Earth-sun rela¬ 
tionship stands in perfect bal¬ 
ance. This is true when we con¬ 
sider that all locations on Earth 
experience slightly over 12 hours 
of daylight, as well as the position 
of sunrise and sunset with respect 
to the horizon. 

The most “equal” aspect of 
the equinox is the location of 
sunrise and sunset. Except at the 
north and south poles, all lati¬ 
tudes on Earth see the sun rise at 
due east and set at due west on 
the March equinox. So whether 
you live in Miami, northern Alas¬ 
ka, or anywhere in the southern 
hemisphere, the sun will rise and 
set within 90 degrees of due north 
on a compass. 

Change in daylight and aver¬ 
age temperatures in U.S. cities on 
the vernal equinox. Cities are 
arranged by latitude. 

Another unifying trait of the 
March equinox is that it marks 
the time of year when daylight 
most rapidly increases in the 
northern hemisphere (or decreas¬ 
es for those south of the equa¬ 
tor). 

While the days grow longer 
more quickly at northern lati¬ 
tudes, all northern hemisphere 
locations see their maximum 


around the spring equinox. 

Apart from the location of 
sunrise and sunset, however, most 
other aspects of the equinox are 
not the same. In fact, even the 
equal daylight concept is only 
partly true. Due to atmospheric 
refraction, most locations see the 
sun above the horizon for about 
12 hours and 10 minutes on the 
spring equinox. The exact date of 
12 hours from sunrise to sunset 
occurs anywhere from March 
12-18 and depends largely on 
latitude. 

More important, while the 
March equinox brings roughly 
equal hours of daylight to the 
globe, the intensity of the sun’s 
rays will never be the same at all 
latitudes. In other words, equal 
daylight does not imply equal 
incoming solar radiation. 

But whether or not it feels like 
spring, the equinox is a reminder 
that the sun’s declination — or 
height with respect to the horizon 
- is increasing at its fastest pace of 
the year. For humans, this means 
the sun’s ultraviolet rays are now 
significantly more intense than 
they were in midwinter. As we 
move into April the intensity of 
the sun’s rays will continually 
increase, so remember to keep 
sunscreen handy if you’re out 
gardening on a warm spring day. 

Most of the lower 48 states 
now see at least moderate UV 
levels on a clear day. In all but the 
northernmost states, the UV 
index reaches high intensity when 
skies are clear at local noon 
(around 1 p.m. on daylight saving 
time). 

Unlike a year ago, when 
record March warmth accompa¬ 
nied the astronomical start of 
spring, temperatures in 2013 
remain below average for much of 
the central and eastern U.S. Yet 
no matter what the weather out¬ 
side, the spring equinox is a 
reminder that incoming sunlight 
is significantly stronger as the 
Earth’s northern hemisphere 
begins to tilt toward the sun. 
Even as winter overstays its wel¬ 
come for some, we now see more 
daylight than darkness. That 
means spring can’t be far behind.

Reds poised to avenge last season's disastrous end

The final image of the Cin¬ 
cinnati Reds 2012 season was 
that of aging, oft-injured third 
baseman Scott Rolen being over¬ 
powered at the plate by San 
Francisco Giants closer Sergio 
Romo, striking out to end the 
decisive final game of the 
National League Divisional 
Series. 

The result sent both clubs 
into opposite directions. The 
Giants would go on to ride a 
wave of momentum all the way 
to a World Series crown by 
knocking off the American 
League champion Detriot Tigers. 
The Reds, however, were left 
scratching their collective heads 
and forced to gaze into the pro¬ 
verbial mirror to ask M what went 
wrong?" 

Despite a successful regular 
season that accumulated 97 
wins, the Reds became the first 
team in post-season history to 
notch two road victories before 
surrendering three consecutive 
home losses to end a playoff 
series. Talk about leaving a bad 
taste in your mouth to enter the 
offseason. But the Reds' brass 
acted swiftly in an effort to rec¬ 


tify the glaring weaknesses that 
plagued the team throughout the 
course of the season. Even the 
most casual of fans could tell you 
what changes needed to be made 
in order for the team to compete 
for a serious championship run. 

On December 11th, the team 
acquired outfielder Shin Soo 
Choo and utility infielder Jason 
Donald from the Cleveland 
Indians in a three-team trade 
that also involved the Arizona 
Diamondbacks. Departing from 
Cincinnati was speedy, yet offen¬ 
sively-challenged center fielder 
Drew Stubbs and coveted short¬ 
stop prospect Didi Gregorius, 
who the team felt was expend¬ 
able with the emergence of Zach 
Cozart. Choo will be counted on 
to provide production and stabil¬ 
ity at the top of the lineup, last 
year the Reds ranked dead last in 
the majors with an abysmal .208 
batting average from the leadoff 
spot. Choo will transition from 
right field to center, and there is 
some risk in the move from an 
athletic standpoint that will 
require at least adequate speed to 
man the position. But the club is 
hoping Choo's offensive output 
will make up for any liability he

may be on defense. 

The team also re-signed vet¬ 
eran left fielder Ryan Ludwick to 
a two-year deal. Ludwick enjoyed 
a bounceback season last year by 
clubbing 26 home runs and 
knocking in 80 RBI while bat¬ 
ting .275 in the cleanup spot. 
Also being retained was relief 
pitcher Jonathan Broxton, who 
agreed to a three-year contract. 
Broxton, who has acquired last 
July before the trade deadline 
from the Kansas City Royals, 
will be penciled in as the teams 
closer; but all of that can change 
depending on what happens 
with Aroldis Chapman.

air. First baseman and perennial 
MVP candidate Joey Votto con¬ 
tinues to make strides in putting 
behind a serious knee injury that 
hampered his play down the 
stretch and will be out to prove 
that he is still one of the most 
feared hitters in the game. 

Additionally, manager Dusty 
Baker was brought back on a 
two-year deal despite plenty of 
grumbling by the fan base. Baker, 
known for questionable lineup 
choices and in-game decision 
making, remains highly regarded 
among his players. 

In order for the Reds to take 
the next step in pursuit of a 
championship, it will still have to 
rely heavily on quality starting 
pitching (Cueto, Latos, Arroyo, 
Bailey, Leake) and solid defense. 
The upgrades made over the past 
few months should bring more 
consistency to the offense with 
an emphasis needed in more 
timely hitting and driving in 
runs with runners in scoring 
position. Above all else, though, 
remains team health and keeping 
your best players on the field as 
much as possible. As the teams 
opens up the 2013 season at 
Great American Ballpark on 
April 1st against the Los Angeles 
Angels of Anaheim, the team 
appears to have all the required 
pieces needed to make a deep 
run into what hometown fans 
hope will be a "Red October."

an inevitable product of capitalist 
activity, and expanding equality 
of opportunity only increases it."

David Hester provided a per¬ 
suasive moral argument for per¬ 
sons of faith to address poverty. 
Muller provides a convincing 
pragmatic argument to do the 
same. And both are asking us to 
think systemically. That is, both 
argue for us to think and act at 
the deepest levels of the structures 
of society, rather than only to 
respond to poverty at a personal, 
individualistic, and ad hoc level. 
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Go Green for Spring Cleaning 

With warmer temperatures on 
the way, now is a good time to take 
inventory and make plans to go 
green for your annual spring clean¬ 
ing. One way to do this is to use 
homemade or purchased green 
household cleaning products. 

Green cleaning products are 
safer for humans and provide added 
benefits for the environment. 
According to the U.S. Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency, air in 
our homes typically is more pollut¬ 
ed than outside air, with one of the 
largest pollutants being household 
cleaners. The use of green cleaning 
products can improve residential air 
quality. 

These products are safe to use, 
non-toxic and clean just as well as 
products that contain hazardous 
chemicals. You can find green 
cleaning products for everything 
from glass to laundry. Many prod¬ 
ucts are biodegradable for easy dis¬ 
posal and are packaged in recycled 
containers. 

In most cases, you can deter¬ 
mine if a product is green by read¬ 
ing its label. Look at the list of 
ingredients to see if the product 
contains any potentially harmful 
chemicals such as chlorine or per¬ 
oxide-based bleach, ammonia, tur¬ 
pentine and lye. If a product claims 
to “kills germs” or “disinfect”, look 
for its EPA registration number on 
the label. 

Some of the best green cleaning 
products are already available in 
your kitchen cupboard. Common 
household items, such as white 
vinegar, baking soda and lemon 
juice, can be used to clean glass and 
other surfaces and to remove odors. 

• Glass Cleaner: Mix l A cup 
ammonia, two tablespoons white 
vinegar and one cup of water. 

• Air Freshener: Place an open 
box of baking soda in the refrigera¬ 
tor and freezer or sprinkle into 
garbage cans. 

Remember to recycle as you 
clean out closets and drawers. 
Donate discarded toys, books and 
clothing to a local church group or 
charity. Make a rag bag to store old 
linens and torn clothing to use for 
cleaning.

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Some pest management tips for 
home vegetable gardens 

Now is a good time to start 
thinking about pest control for 
your home vegetable garden. 

You can control pest problems, 
and perhaps prevent future difficul¬ 
ties, in your garden by doing some 
advance planning and following a 
few simple Integrated Pest Manage¬ 
ment practices. IPM promotes 
minimal pesticide use and empha¬ 
sizes use of all available pest control 
methods including cultural, 
mechanical and biological practices 
to prevent pest problems. Examples 
of the IPM approach include using 
plants with natural disease toler¬ 
ance or resistance, using mulch to 
control weeds or row covers to 
prevent insect damage and using 
naturally occurring organisms such 
as lady beetles or praying mantis. 

Sanitation is another good IPM 
practice. Keep your garden well- 
groomed during active growth. 
Once you spot diseased plant mate¬ 
rial, remove it immediately to keep 
diseases from spreading. Also, 
promptly remove vegetable plants 
when they cease to be productive. 
Although you should clear out 
unproductive vegetable plants from 
the garden area, you can add this 
plant material to a compost pile. Be 
sure to eliminate dead vegetable 
plants in late fall because these can 
serve as overwintering sites for 
insects and disease organisms in 
your garden. 

Before you buy seeds, plants or 
fertilizer, start your garden off right 
by answering these questions. 

Have you taken a soil sample to 
determine if soil fertility and acidi¬ 
ty/alkalinity will meet plant nutri¬ 
ent requirements? 

Soil test results will let you 
know how much fertilizer is 
required to provide plants with 
needed nutrients, while preventing 
excessive use that contributes to 
groundwater, stream and lake pol¬ 
lution. Plants that are stressed or 
weak from insufficient nutrients or 
a pH that’s too low or too high are 
more susceptible to disease and 
can’t readily tolerate insect damage. 
So, to give your plants a healthy 
start; soil test and apply the fertil¬ 
izer and other amendments accord¬ 
ing to the recommendations. 

Do you plant your garden crops 
in the same spot year after year? 

Crop rotation can help prevent 
insect and disease build-ups. For 
example, potatoes, eggplant, toma¬ 
toes and peppers are subject to the 
same insect and disease problems. 
Therefore, none of these crops 
should be planted in the same loca¬ 
tion more than every three consec¬ 
utive years. After three years, switch 
to a different crop like beans or 
corn. If you have limited garden 
space, plant some vegetable plants 
in containers such as large pots or 
half whisky barrels as a form of 


crop rotation. 

Make a diagram of your garden 
each year to avoid planting the 
same or closely related crops in 
exactly the same spot too frequent- 
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How do you select a vegetable 
plant variety? 

Whether you are planting corn 
or tomatoes, check to see that the 
variety you are planting has some 
disease resistance or tolerance. For 
example, select tomato varieties 
labeled VFN, as they’re resistant to 
Verticillium Wilt, Fusarium and 
root-knot nematodes. 

Do you buy the cheapest trans¬ 
plants? 

When it comes to transplants, 
the best buys are the healthy ones. 
A healthy transplant was seeded at 
the right time, grown at the proper 
temperature, and received adequate 
light and moisture. It will have a 
compact growth structure with 
very small distances between leaves. 
The leaves will be dark green, large 
and upright with no tendency to 
droop. Stems will be pencil thick 
and rigid. 

Avoid transplants that are 
beginning to produce flowers or 
fruit. It might seem that buying a 
plant with blooms or fruit will give 
you a head start in the garden. 
However, plants trying to produce 
fruit or flowers are slow to develop 
the good root systems needed to 
support later fruit production. 
Never buy plants that have insects 
present or are showing disease 
symptoms. 

Do you plan to use mulch in 
your garden? 

Mulch helps prevent weeds that 
will decrease your garden’s produc¬ 
tion by competing with the vegeta¬ 
ble plants for water, nutrients and 
sunlight. In addition, some weeds 
harbor diseases and insects that 
attack vegetable plants. Mulch also 
helps conserve soil moisture. 

Several types of commercial 
mulch are available, or you can use 
newspapers for the mulch. Start 
with five to eight layers, adding 
more layers as the newspapers 
decompose to prevent weed growth 
throughout the growing season. Be 
sure to use only newspapers printed 
with soy-based ink and avoid using 
the glossy inserts. 

If you can’t determine what is caus¬ 
ing a pest problem in your estab¬ 
lished garden, contact the Pendle¬ 
ton County Cooperative Extension 
Service. We can help you discover 
what’s causing the problem, or send 
the plant or pest to one of the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky Plant Disease 
Diagnostic Labs for identification.

Sewing teaches practical skills 

Sewing is a skill that comple¬ 
ments the total development of the 
individual. It teaches concrete, 
measurable skills and provides an 
incremental learning curve, in 
which each success allows for the 
next project to be attempted. 4-H 
offers several ways to get involved in 
sewing. 

The Fashion Revue is an educa¬ 
tional experience for senior 4-Hers 
designed to promote skills in the 
construction, selection and coordi¬ 
nation of clothing and related 
items. The Fashion Revue also pro¬ 
vides a look into the business world 
of clothing. 

Youth interested in needle-and- 
thread crafts should consider the 
benefits of sewing (and related 
endeavors): 

• Financial decision-making 
and math skills. New or quality 
used machines can be had for rela¬ 
tively modest sums, making sewing 
a good hobby to enter with a low 
monetary commitment. Addition¬ 
ally, math skills are essential to sew¬ 
ing. Fabric must be chosen to suit 
the project, pattern, and budget. 


And actually following the pattern 
uses and tests math skills. 

• Patience and acceptance. 
Because sewing is like a puzzle, it 
teaches patience. A sewer must 
think things through, solving the 
puzzle in the head first before cut¬ 
ting and joining seams. Further, 
sewing can manage frustration by 
teaching the skill of being able to 
live with mistakes. It is a great way 
to learn to solve problems. 

• Physical dexterity and manual 
skills. Mechanical skills are needed 
to sew and to keep a machine run¬ 
ning at top condition. Threading 
bobbins, changing needles and oil¬ 
ing the machine are regular tasks 
that use these discrete skills, involv¬ 
ing hand to eye coordination and 
an understanding of mechanics. 

• Critical reading skills. Reading 
a pattern and following the direc¬ 
tions are skills that can be advanta¬ 
geous in other aspects of daily life. 
Visual acuity and interpretive read¬ 
ing is essential in sewing, since the 
brain must reconcile the pattern’s 
written and visual instructions with 
the finished item. Daily skills, such 
as reading maps and instructive 


manuals, are made easier by an abil¬ 
ity to comprehend and follow writ¬ 
ten instructions and diagrams. 

• Creativity. While sewing pat¬ 
terns are very specific, they also 
allow for great creative choice and 
expression. Fabric, trim, and 
notions give ample opportunity for 
personal style to be highlighted. 
And making something from 
scratch allows a young sewer to 
copy current fashion trends that 
could be financially out of reach. 
Thrift. With basic sewing skills, 
garments and other items can be 
mended, amended, or re-purposed 
to be used as fashionable, function¬ 
al garments with low expenditure. 
(Think thrift-store, attic treasures, 
etc.) 

• Sense of accomplishment. 
Successfully sewing a garment or 
other useful item is a measurable 
accomplishment and great builder 
of confidence. Sewing teaches ini¬ 
tiative, industry and innovation.
